Augustus may have done 
many other things, and he doubtless 
did ; but if he were living be might 
not care to have me raking up old 
family affairs and campaign lies, so 
I will give him the same show that 
I would ask if I bad been dead two 
or three thousand years. He seems 
to have gone around Rome about as 
if he were walking on eggs. Czesar’s 
sudden death by hemorrhage may 
have had an influence with him and 
persuaded him to keep quiet, and 
not get his blood stirred up, espe- 
cially with the point of a stiletto or 
dagger. I believe this is all that I 
can now notice in his life. He had 
a big funeral, and his death was a 
deep loss tothe community at large.

It is known a8 the 
French Hotel. The proprietor, Mr. 
V. Bonnett, is one of the most 
obliging connoisseurs in towao. His 
hotel is one of the many attractive 
east of San Francisco. It is two 
stories high and fronts on Ceuter 
street and attracts the attention of 
strangers by the plain white front 
with its name in large letters. It 
is the poor man’s rendezvous. Here 
the Frenchman, Italian and Amer- 
ican find satisfactory accommoda- 
tions at very 
REASONABLE PRICES, 

The meals being only 25 cents each, 
and 25 cents for lodgings. The old 


hotel was a favorite, but since the ad- 
dition haz beea made to it the propri- 
etor has been compelled to turn away 
nightly many customers. My atten- 
tion yesterday was called to the 
kitchen, in which I found a range 8x4 
feet in dimensions, Here I met the 
proprietor’s wife, an intelligent and 
active French lady, presiding. Ata 
glance I saw that neatness and clean- 
liness characterized all the surround- 
ings and that all those who were to 
consume what emenated the kitchen, 
would receive the latest dishes that 
the French cullinary art is capable of 
supplying, and it is delivered ia a 
dining-room where 50 can be accom- 
modated. In this airy department I 
noticed that the Frenchman’s taste 
was nol neglected and his love for 
America was not overlooked, because 
the first painting my eye dropped 
upon was that of the martyred Presi- 
dent, James A. Garfield, “‘ La Domine 
De Vermise,’’ and last, but not least, 
in water colors, a beautiful representa- 
tion of the lakes of Killarney, with 
all the ancient castles and at- 
tractive scenery that surrounded 
them. On the north side of 


THE DINING-ROOM 


Is the wash-stand, while directly op- 
posite it is a bed-room 14x14 feet. It 
is elegantly furnished, the walls bcing 
adorned with French scevery on the 
Rhine, from Strasburg to Marseilles, 
en the Mediterranean Sea, and from 
the Pyrennees to the Bay of Biscay.

Aa ge The bar room itself is 30x20 
eet, and hasin it a large round mir- 
ror, surrounded 64 weter color paint- 
ings ot per bg rencb sport, frivol- 
ity and unmixed pleasure. Bo’'tles of 
all colors and designs, filled with near- 
ly every brand of French wines, bit- 
ters and other liquors, adorn the 
shelves behind the counter, while to 
the east a commodious refrigerator 
rs, ia which is kept the many 
varieties of wines so peculiar to the 
tastes of his countrymen. This huge 
refrigerator is a1orned with semi- 
statues of Shakespeare, Catherine de 
Medici, Marie Antoinette, Madame de 
Sales, etc., in bronze. On the east end 
of the couuter is a large ice cooler, 
where is allayed the thirst of the trav- 
eler. The ceilings and walls are fres- 
coed and wai in excellent 
taste, and the bar proper is one of the 
finest in the city. Mr. Bonnett tells 
me that one of the reasons why he 
has been successful is because he pur- 
chases large quantities of goods for the 
consumption of his customers, and 
that he is compelled to lay in a fresh 
stock every dayortwo. He isenabled 
to place alongside of the plate of each 
guest at meais, a half pint of Califor- 
nia claret, lager beer, tea, coffee or 
milk—all for the moderate sum of 25 
cents. He regrets that he does not 
own the property contiguous to his 
hotel, because he believes that the city 
by the riverside is only in its infancy.

A new war-ship was launched re- 
cently in England which was named: 
after John Benbow, a famous admiral 
of two centuries ago. He was de- 
scended from an ancient Shropshire 
family, which was reduced in fortune 
by its staunch and gS adhesion to 
the cause of Charles I. His father, 
Colonel John Benbow, died when the 
future admiral was very young, leav- 
ing no other provision for the boy 
than that indieated by the words that 
he was ‘‘bred to the sea.’’ Before 
thirty he became master and part 
owner of the Benbow frigate, em- 
ployed in the Mediterranean trade, 
in which he would doubtless have 
acquired a comfortable fortune had 
not aecident brought him into the 
Royal Navy. In 1686 he was at- 
tacked, upon his passage to Cadiz, b 
a Sallee rover, against whom, though 
fearfully overmatched, he defended 
his ship with heroic bravery. Al- 
though the Moors boarded him, they 
were quickly beaten out of the ship 
with the loss of thirteen men, whose 
heads Captain Benbow ordered to be 
cut off and thrown into a tub of pork 

ickle. When he arrived| at Cadiz 

e went ashore and directed his negro 
servant to follow him with the headg 
of the Moors inasack. Scarcely had 
he landed before the revenue officers 
inquired what he had got in his sack. 
‘‘Salt provisions for my own use,” 
curtly replied the gallant tar. The 
custom house officials demanded to 
see them, but Captain Benbow re- 
fused. He was then informed that 
the Magistrates were sitting, and that 
he would have to go before them. 
He was treated with great civility, 


and told that, as the salt provisions | 


were of no consequence, he vould not 
object to show them. ‘‘*Czesar,’”’ ex- 


claimed the stern old sailor, turning | 
to his servant, ‘‘throw them on the | 


table; they are very much at the 
service of these gentlemen, if they 
like to-partake of them.’”’ The Span-
